>X1J beta 1 (there have been two beta versions that I have tested) 
>has a problem where when it resets it may arbitrarily trash it's 
>NVRAM. This may do anything from take the node off the air to giving 
>it a callsign that is different. In between those two it 

>may create a node list that has all sorts of control characters 

>in it. 


>The other version of the beta test didn't boot for me at all. 
>I'd recommend waiting for X1J, the release or using X1H for anything 
>that requires ANY amount of work to change out. 


Tadd, that may well be true. However I reset the version I have 
remotely both warm and cold many times and have not duplicated that 
bug yet. Whether it is beta 1 or beta 20 I have no idea. It is the 
same version written up in CQ magazine and being sent out by the 
author to whomever asks for it. 


Let me comment please on just a few minor points. X1G was released and 
it had a totally screwed up node list too... it had some bugs that were 
serious enough to me that I pulled it off the air. X1H required a 
patch to £ix yet another bug. If X1J has a bug that requires a fix, 

it would not surprise me at all. 


However I am not looking for perfection at this point. I am looking 
to experiment and I am more than willing to live with what I find and 
if it is real bad.. then I'll trash it and load the tnc with something 
else. 


If it had stayed in beta.. under control... I never would have posted 
it. I would have waited. However when it is being written up in CQ 
magazine and sent to anyone that sends a SASE mailer to the author, 
when it is being put up all over the place and is being treated in 
some cases like "I've got something neat but you can't have it", then 
in my humble opinion, it is time to just admit that the cat is out of 
the bag, warn people of the possible bugs (as you and I have done) and 
let the buyer beware, and the ham operator experiment. 


This is not a rebuttal to anything you have said.. AT ALL! It is more 
just a explanation of my rationale.. which may be totally screwed up to 
some peoples way of thinking... in fact I am strange enough that I think 
that is most likely true! However, there are enough people around that 


I believe do think as I do (as in ... let's experiment with it and if it 
works GREAT, if it doesn't... OH WELL) that I put it up where people 
could get at it. 


I am not saying that you have verbally slashed me up here.. not at all, 
but if anyone wants to, please put me in line to get beat up, but put 
me right after the author of the article in CQ magazine please... thanks!
